DROWNS IN GREEK 


Bascum Dowda, 20, Loses 
Life in Stream During 
Fishing Expedition. 


The half-holiday fishing expedition 
of Bascum Dowda, 20-year-old son of 
.. B. Dowda, operator of an. Hast 
Point shoe shop, ended tragically 
Wednesday afternoon when the youth 
stumbled into a treacherous crevasse 
in the bed of Sweetwater creek, six 
miles from Lithia Springs, and was 
drowned while his three companions 
looked ‘on helplessly. 

According to H. OQ. Nichols, of 316 
Jefferson avenue, Bast Point, the 


Sweetwater camp, the site of an aban- 
doned mill daitm on Sweetwater creek, 
when the tragedy occurred. nf seek 
ing his companions, young Dowda 
had waded into the stream with his 
seine, at a point below the dam, when 
he suddenly disappeared from view, 
the seine flying from his grasp. When 
his head reappeared Nichols extended 
his own seine but the youth could not 
grusp it. Because of their clothing 
and boots other members of the party 
were unable to leap in to his assist- 
ance, Nichols said. 

Herbert Nichols, 16, son of. H. O. 
Nichols; Lewis Johnson, of 408 Dun- 
lap street, East Point, and a negro 
boy were other members of the party. 
The spot where Dowda was drowned 
is known as “the whirlpool” and is 
about 12 feet deep, Nichols said. He 
added that the party was organized 
to fill in a vacant afternoon, as East 
Point business houses are accustomed 
to close up shop after luncheon on 
Wednesdays. 

Young Dowda lived with his par- 
ents at 114 Thompson street, East 
Point. He attended Russell’ High 
school this year and was helping in 
his father’s shoe shop during vaca- 
tion, relatives said. The body was 
brought*to Atlanta in a Howard L. 
Carmichae] ambulance.

HAZARDOUS JUNE 
OVER SEA WASTES 


Trip From American City 
to Initial Goal Is Com- 
pleted in 17 Hours, 36 
Minutes, Covering Ap- 
proximately 1,600 Miles. 


JAPANESE PAPER 
OFFERS $25,000 PRIZE 


Head Winds Buffet Air- 
men on Last 300 Miles of 
Flight Over Mountain- 
ous Territory. 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska, July 8.—@/) 
The monoplane Fort Worth, bound on 
a 5,100-mile non-stop mid-air refuel- 
ing flight from Seattle to Tokyo, 
Japan, arrived over Fairbanks at 7:33 
p. m. (12:33 a. m. Thursday, E. 8. T.) 

The monoplane was refueled suc- 

cessfully and continued its journey. 
tonight. 
_ Fighting head winds for the last 
300 miles of their flight, Reg Robbins 
and Harold Jones arrived here from 
Seattle in elapsed time of 17 hours 
and 36 minutes. The air line dis- 
tance between the two cities is about 
1,400 miles, but the fliers’ course took 
them inland, north over British Co- 
lumbia and Yukon territory, prob- 
ably adding another 200 miles to that 
distance. 

The Texas aviators nearly main- 
tained their scbedule, having wt 7 
p. m., as the time of their arrival 
here on leaving Seattle at daybreak 
this morning. The first hop to Fair- 
banks covered approximately one-third 
of the distance to Tokyo. 

Ideal weather was in sight as the 
Texans started the adventure, which, 
if successful, will give them $25,000 
offered by a Ja&panése newspaper for 
the first flight of this kind. 

Riding a tailwind at an estimated 
height of 6,500 feet, the fliers made 
rapid progress in the flight that will 
take them over much rugged country, 
across stormy Bering sea, probably 
down. the mainland of Siberia and 
over the Kurile islands to Japan. They 
hope to reach the land of cherry blos- 
soms by 7 a. m. (P. S. T.) Friday. 

The Fort Worth was loaded with 
300 gallons of gasoline when it took 
to the air this morning after its sec- 
ond spring down the runway of Bor- 
ing field. Robbins, the pilot, barely . 
got the plane off the field at the end 
of the runway. 

Robbins and Jones, the navigator, 
wasted no time after they decided to 
leave Seattle this morning and lifted 
their ship into a dusky sky one hour 
and 12 minutes after they got out of 
bed. The flight was delayed five days 
because of the difficulty their refuel- 
ing plane had in reaching Fairbanks, 

Soon after Robbins and Jones non- 
chalantly stepped into their plane in 
street attire and sailed out of sight,

GERMANY WILL NOT USE 
FUNDS FOR ARMAMENTS 

PARIS, July 8.—(#)—The German 
government, through Ambassador Von 
Hoesch, tonight gave Premier Laval 
its word that it would not use the 
funds realized by the reparations 
moratorium for building armaments. 

Ambassador Von Hoesch gave the 
premier the te : of Chancellor Bruen- 
ing’s statement of July 2, in which 
the chancellor assured the American 
government that its moratorium ben- 
efits would be used for economic pur- 
poses, 

After the interview tonight Premier 
Laval issued a statement in which he 
said that the German government 
made the move on its own initiative. 

Premiér Laval said that the visit 
of Chancellor Bruening and Foreign 
Minister Curtius, of Germany, to 
Paris could not occur. before the end 
of July or the first of August because 
of the proposed visit of Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald and Foreign Minister 
Arthur Henderson, of Great Britain, 
to Berlin. 

In an official communique issued 
after the conference, it was said that 
Ambassador Von Hoesch informed the 
premier of “the German government's 
happiness over the conclusion of the 
Franco-American agreement.” 

Paris began today to prepare for 
the disarmament talks which it ex- 
pects after the arrival here of Sec- 
retary of State Stimson on July 15. 

The indication here is that the sec- 
retary will be busy while in France. 
The French are not taking seriously 
his announcement that he is on a 
holiday. They are recalling that Sec- 
retary Mellon also came to Europe 
on a holiday, but soon became the 
personal representative of President 
Hoover at the moratorium conference. 

The foreign office repeated tonight 
that the government maintains that 
the conference of experts at London 
ean settle the problems of the mora- 
torium, including the problem of pay- 
ment in kind and of the French guar- 
antee fund, and that there is no need 
for a meeting of diplomats, who might 
put the whole reparations question on 
the carpet. 


NAVAL LIMITATION PLAN 
SENT BY FRANCE TO ITALY, 

ROME, July 8.—(®)—A new 
French naval limitations proposal to 
Italy was made to the government to- 
night almost simultaneously with. the 
arrival here from Naples of Secre- 
tary of State Henry L. Stimson, of 
United States. 

Secretary Stimson arrived in Rome 
at 8:20 tonight after a 44-hour drive 
from Naples. 

While he was on the way here 
word came to the government from 
Paris that French experts expect 
shortly to forward a new suggestion 
for a naval accord with Italy. 

The secretary of state drove imme- 
diately to the American’ embassy, 
where Ambassador and Mrs. Garrett 
were waiting to receive him at dinner. 
The secretary’s car was escorted into 
Rome by a cordon of motorcycle po- 
lice. 

It was surmised here that Secre- 
tary Stimson’s coming had prompted 
the French government to hasten the 
long-expected resumption of Franco- 
Italian naval limitation negotiations. 
It has been taken for granted that 
disarmament topics would be diseuss- 
ed by Secretary Stimson with Pre- 
mier Mussolini and Foreign Minister 
Grandi during the secretarys stay 
here, and that’ Stimson would prob- 
ably discuss the subject also with 
statesmen in other European capi- 
tals. 

For this reason, it is assumed that 
France thought it desirable to take 
the initiative rather than to await 
urging by the press or by other gov- 
ernments. 

Foreign Minister Grandi said in a 
recent interview that Italy still hopes 
for a naval accord with France and 
he indicated that the government was 
extremely interested in plans for 
further disarmament conferences 
which Secretary Stimson is expected 
to discuss here. 

Italy's position on the basis of 
naval reductions, however, is said to 
remain the same as it was during 
former negotiations, but it seemed 
possible that there might be an ad- 
justment of certain points which 
would satisfy France.

Charges of Libel To Be 
Preferred Against Kan- 
sas City Newspaper. 


KANSAS CITY, Me., 
(UP)—Suits charging the Kansas 
(‘ity Star with libeling Henry L. Do- 
herty, public utilities magnate, and 
bis interests to the extent of $25,- 
000,000 will be ready for filing to- 
morrow, Fred L. Robertson, Doherty 
counsel in Kansas, announced  to- 
night. 

Robertson said the series of arti- 
cles appearing recently in The Star 
attacking allegedly exorbitant gas 
rates in Kansas and other middie 
western states would form the basis 
of the suits. He would not say 
whether the action would name The 
Star ax a newspaper or officials of 
Th. Star. 

Former Senator James A. Reed, of 
Missouri, it was announced tonight, 
has been retained by The Star ‘to 
represent it against the threatened 
Doherty suits. Reed, a candidate 
for the democratic presidential nomi- 
nation against former Governor Al 
Smith. is one of the most noted law- 
yers in the country. a 

The battle against the utility com- 
panies, many of which are subsidi- 
aries of Doherty's billion-dollar cor- 
oration, threatened to flare up in 
\klahoma and. possibly Missouri also. 
Governor W. . Murray, of Okla- 
homa. announced at Oklahoma City 
tonight that he would be willing to 
throw his influence behind a three- 
state compact to force lower gas 
rates. Oklahoma, Kansas and Mi-- 


ernor Murray said. 
Death Blow at Doherty. 

“The way to smash these combines 
is through sales of their securities 
and, in barring Cities Service stock 
from sale in the state, Kansas has 
struck a death blow at Doherty. I am 
glad to say the Oklahoma legislature 
has passed a bill applying to these 
utility securities, which will become 
a law on July 10,” said Murrdy. 

Murray's militant attitude toward 
the Oklahoma Natural Gas Corpora- 
tion forced a reduction of gas rates 
in Oklahoma totaling $1,000,000 every 
year. 

Governor Henry S. Caulfield, at 
Jefferson City, Mo., refused to com- 
ment on Murray's proposal for a tri- 
state compact against public utility 
rates. Milton Stahl, chairman of the 
Missouri public service commfssion, 
said he would complete within two 
weeks an investigation into financial 
connections of Cities Service and va- 
rious distributing companies with 
view to lower gas rates. : 
The Star stood its ground, continn- 
ing its attack on Doherty and his 
Cities Service interests in its edi- 
torial columns, 

“The main issue of the gas fight 
ia, of course, reduction of gas rates 
to the consumer from their present 
war level,” The Star said editorially. 
“Rut in the background is the arro- 
gance of great corporate interests 
that hold themselves above govern- 
ment.
